Ex-GI Is Making Effort 
To Change Army Courts

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19—“ You 
can talk about military justice 
until you’re blue in the face,” 
said Glen Johnson. ‘‘But I have 
served both as prosecuting and 
as defense attorney in countless 
court m artial cases—and l e a n 
tell you that, compared to civil­ 
ian justice, military j u s t i c e 
stinks!” 
J o h n s o n is a Democratic 
congressman f r o m Okemah, 
Oklahoma. If you’re 
curious 
about his experience 
a s 
a 
civilian lawyer, he has 
th e 
right to practice before 
th e 
United States supreme court. 
If you wonder about his mili­ 
tary justice background, take a 
look at his w ar records. He re­ 
signed from the Oklahoma state 
legislature early in 1942 to en* 
list in the Army. He served mole 
than a year as an enlisted man, 
went to officer candidate school 
and eventually emerged from 
the Army as a captain.

HE SPENT some two y e a r s 
overseas in England. 
France, 
Belgium, Luxembourg and G er­ 
many—a n d h e s a w “ military) 
justice” being meted out, time 
and time again, both at home 
and the combat zone * abroad.

probably was the best-equipped i 
man in the hous** of representa­ 
tives to discuss the Elston bill to 
revise the Army's court m artial J 
system.

though rotten court martial de­ 
cisions can rob a lot of Ameri­ 
can kids of their money, their 
liberty, their right to vote, their 
citizenship‘and even their .lives! 
The representatives* e x c u s e 
will be that they were in favor 
of the theory behind the bill and 
were ready to be called the min­ 
ute there was a vote on t h e 
question—which, by t h e w a y , 
would represent the first change 
in our military justice laws in 
more than 20 years. 


BUT THAT excuse is no good 
because, without such 
amend- 
i m ents as Johnson suggested, the 
■bill itself doesn’t a m o u n t to 
much. True, ifs an 
improve­ 
ment, but a thinly-sliced one at 
best.

SEVERE diarrhea, with vomit­ 
ing:, always means that the body 
loses a large percentage of fluid and 
with it certain water-soluble min­ 
erals which are im portant to propel 
function. Since new-born babies 
withstand such losses much less 
well than an older child or an 
adult, diarrhea in them ie likely to 
be very serious and treatm ent must 
be prompt and effective if shock or 
collapse is to be prevented. Loss of 
fluid and other materials, particu 
larly potassium 
sails, from the 
tissue cell* and blood serum must 
be made good aa quickly as possible. 
This is usually done by the in­ 
jection of eithei whole blood or 
plasma (the fluid part of the blood) 
into a vein.

In eases of mild diarrhea, without 
vomiting, milk is usually not with­ 
held any longer than from 12 to 24 
hours, and the fluids can be given 
by mouth instead of by .ejection. 
Such things as the sulfonamide 
drugs and penicillin apparently are 
not of great value in most of the 
diarrhea infections in babies. How­ 
ever, it must be remembered that 
these diarrheas may be produced by 
various types of germs. For ex­ 
ample, if the condition is caused by 
the dysentery bacillus, treatm ent 
with the eulfonamide drugs may 
shorten the course of the infection.
